RELATING TO TEACHERS; AMENDING SECTION 33-1205, IDAHO CODE, TO REMOVE CER-2

TAIN FEE AMOUNTS AND CERTAIN EFFECTIVE DATES AND TO REVISE PROVISIONS3
RELATING TO HOW CERTAIN FEES ARE USED.4

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Idaho:5

SECTION 1. That Section 33-1205, Idaho Code, be, and the same is hereby6
amended to read as follows:7

33-1205. CERTIFICATE RECORDS AND FEES. (1) The state board of educa-8
tion shall cause to be maintained a record of all certificates issued, show-9
ing names, dates of issue and renewal, and if revoked, the date thereof and10
the reason therefor. A nonrefundable fee shall accompany each application11
for a prekindergarten through grade twelve (12) certificate, alternate cer-12
tificate, change in certificate or replacement as follows:.13

(a) Original certificate, all types, issued for five (5) years14

(b) Renewal certificate, all types, issued for five (5) years .. $ 75.0016
(c) Alternate route certificate, all types, issued for one (1) year . .17

(d) Additions or changes during the life of an existing certificate . .19

(e) To replace an existing certificate ....................... $ 10.0021
(2) The fees specified in subsection (1) of this section shall be in ef-22

fect through December 31, 2004. On and after January 1, 2005, cCertificate23
and related fees shall be as specified by rule of the state board of educa-24
tion.25

(3) The fees shall be used by the professional standards commission26
state department of education for payment of the reasonable expenses of27
the professional standards commission in performing its duties and respon-28
sibilities as approved by the state board of education and not more than29
thirty-three percent (33%) of the fees may be used by the state department30
of education to partially defray the cost of the office of certification31
to sustain certification, program approvals, ethics reviews and standards32
reviews.33
